The document must state what size meter reduction will be adequate for consumer’s needs,
that it will be adequate for fire flow requirements, what kind of fire protection system is installed
on the property, if any, and certifying that the reduced meter size meets all applicable City, State
and Federal codes. The certifying letter must also state the actions performed to make the
determination. Any permits under the City Building, Fire and Related Codes, or approval to
proceed under the City Commission for Historical and Architectural Preservation must be obtained,
if necessary.
